The new 
bill provides that township boards of 
education may employ music teachers. 

SeiUtor Long introduced a bill re- 
quiring all Insurance companies or- 
ganized under the laws of other na- 
tions to pay 6 per cent on their gross 
reeet'iyta annually tor Uie prlv.ilege of 
doing business in Ohio. This Is In ad- 
dition to the 2 per cent on gross re- 
ceipts required now. 

'1 he employee of the last senate who 
failed to get their pay for the usual 
10 days' extra services after the ad- 
journment, because the auditor heid 
that the resolution under which pay 
was authorised was not valid, are up 
against the state auditor again. The 
resolution adopted by the senate at 
the request of Senator Wilhelm, chair- 
man of tha claims committee, im luded 
pay for theae employes. John J. Brody, 
one of the sergeants-at-arma in the 
last senate and retained as such ofll- 
cer in the present one, presented his

Soiiator Patterson introduced a bill 
which provides that a purchaser of a 
tax title may, after two years have 
run and tbe otlutr haa oot redeemed 
the land, bring iult In court against 
the owner, and malte all claimants 
against the property, parties to clear 
the title and get absblute posseasion of 
tbe property.

To Ketiirii 'I'roopH. 
Washington. March 8.— By direction 
of Acting Secretary of War Melklejohn 

instructions have been sent to Major 
General Otis to return to the United 
States some time In May one battalion 
each of the Fourteenth, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-third Infantry. The with- 
drawal of these troops was recom- 
mended by Major General Miles sev- 
eral months ago. He pointed out to 
the department that the three regi- 
ments designated would have been two 
years in the Philippines in .Tune next. 
There is no doubt that the decision 
of the department to withdraw three 
battalions, which number more than 
1,200 men, is influenced to some extent 
by the disorganization of Filipino 
army and the prospect that the Amer- 
ican troops will no longer meet with 
resistence from an organized force. 

Ship Subsidy BlIL 
Washington, March 8-.— Tha house 
committee on merchant marine and 

fisheries held an extended session with 
a view to completing the shipping 
subsidy, bill, which haa been under 
consideration for soma time. Tlio bill 
as originally introduced was taken up 
and served as a basis for action, a 
number of amendments beiuR made 
along the lines of tbe substitute meas- 
ure proposed by RepreaoatatlTO Miner 
ot Wisconsin and some of his Repub 
lican associates. A new amendment 
intended to prevent the creation of a 
trust in shipping Interests was pro- 
posed by Representative SteVens of 
Minnesota, and caused extended dis- 
cussion, a vote ot 10 to 5 the bill 
was ordered reports^ 

To Kxtend Time. 
Washington, March 8. — Several con- 
ferences were held with the president 
on the pending reciprocity trealy with 
France, with the result, It Is thought, 
that the French government will be 
communidated with on the proposition 
to exiiend tbe time for its final ratifi- 
cation or rejection. By the terma of 
the treaty action mast ba taken there- 
on befora tlio Ubx o£ tha praaent 
month.

London, March 8.— The queen's ar- 
rival in London and the commence- 
ment of her visit to the metropolis 
were marked by Ecenes of enthusiasm 
unparalk'lfcd since the jubilee celebra- 
tion. 

Throughout the demonstration there 
predomlnared a note of triumph and 
the cheers tliat made the murky 
streets ring were almost as much in 
honor of the Britiab victories in South 
Africa as they were vociferous tributes 
of a loyal people to a monarch whose 
womanly sympathy has been so strik- 
ingly shown since the war began. The 
royal party'a departure from Windsor 
was marked by more than usual inter- 
est. For hours before the queen started 
for London cro%vds gatlified in the 
streets which had been announced as 
her route through tbe metropolis, and 
which were decorated with the fligs. 
It was foggy and cold, but uo one 
seemed to care. 

At Paddington the railroad station 
had been cleared of the general public, 
but outside thousands of people waited 
patiently. When the train from Wind- 
sor arrived at 12:30 p. m., a tremend- 
ous cheer went up. Her majesty came 
down the sloping phitfomi, leaning on 
tbe arm of a turbaned Indian attend- 
ant and entered an open landau, in 
which also sat Princess Henry of Bat- 
tenberg and Princess Victoria of 
Schleswig-Holstein. They all wore 
black and round her neck tbO QUjen 
had a sable collarette. 

From tbe packed sidewalka and from 
every available window came a con- 
tinuous roar of cheers, while hundreds 
of little flags were waved all the way 
to Buckingham palace. The side 
streets were packed 20 and aometimes 
100 deep. But it waa around the pal- 
ace Itself where the chief cnawd gath- 
ered. By 9 in the morning carriages, 
cabs and vehicles of every sort, peopled 
from the city and west end and distant 
parts of the country, congregated In St. 
James park, which the place fronts. 
By noon it was estimated that 50,000 
people were gathered about the queen's 
town residence. There wera«buttdredu 
of police on hand, but they had little 
difllculty In keeping the crowd In order 
and oixning passages for peers, mem- 
bers of the bouse of commons and 
membera of the household, who were 
alone privileged to pass the great rail- 
ings that shut off the palace. In the 
spacious courtyard of the palace a 
representative gathering of Great 
Brltain'sjt>est blood and bralna walked 
up and down, chatting about the war 
and politics, jealously watched by the 
crowd outside the railings. Those who 
were not fortunate enough to get near 
tbe palace ItieK climbed up trees or 
stood on top of cabs, brIghteniuK the 
bare park with flags. The women's 
dresses, which were unusually gay, 
alao aarved to enliven the sceaea. 
Given an Ovation. 

Shortly after noon the Duke and 
Duchess ot York drove into the court- 
yard and received' an ovation. Mr. 
Chamberlain, the secretary of state 
for the colonies. Joined the distin- 
guished throng In the courtyard un- 
noUceik Later tha Duke and Duchess 
of York appeared on a balcony in 
front of the palace. 

As time passed the crowds outside 
grew more deme and the peers, and 
members ol^ the house of commons 
tMbpOd oot df allbt Into the U^ner 
Quadrangle, whert UMgr ihMa^ re- 
ceive the queen. 

Then from Constitution hlH came 
tli^e duU roar of dl«;tant cheers and 
thd cry "8ha is coming!" was passed 
from mouth to mouth, "Stand back 
there!" ordered the police and the 
peeresses and ragged women edged 
away as well as tbei* could, ladies not 
being permttled In the courtyard. 

Now the roar was taken up by those 
within the precincts of the palace 
Back on their araaklag btagea flew the 
grea;t gatea and up went tha royal 
standard. A patrol of police went by; 
there was a flash of steel as the Life- 
guardsmen and outriders trotted 
through the gates, and then all hata 
flew in the air. A mighty cheer arose, 
and slowly there passed a carriage on 
the back ccat of which sat a little 
black figure, heavily veiled and nod- 
ding right and left. Suddenly, for the 
first time In the day, the sua came 
out from behind the clouds and shone 
over the shouting thousands and pierc- 
ing the veil. It showed happy smiles

lighting up the aged monarch'a face. 
It waa a repetition of the scene of the 
Jablleo— queen's weather in the truest 
sense of the words. 

Still nodding vigorously, her ma- 
jesty parsed out of sight iDto tha Qnad> 
rangle. "There tha paera and common- 
ers assemjklad aang "Qod Save the 
Queen." attd' bat Biajaaty antarad tha 
palace.

Mary'a seminary.

Protest of Chinese <'onitiil. 
San Francisco. March 8.— The Chin- 
ese conaul general here has issued a 

proclamation, which is endoiscd by 
the Six Companies, protesting against 
the action of the board of health und 
police in quarantining Chinatown be- 
cause of the discovery of a suspected 
case of bubonic plague. He says he 
has investigated the matter and finds 
that the man died of a common ail- 
ment, after an (Hwration had been 
performed. He declares that there has 
been no excuse for the blwkade which 
has been placed on the Chinese quar- 
ter, and says: "Should this outrageous 
conduct be continued, I will invoke 
tbe protection of the treaty now ex- 
isting between the United States and 
China." The city board of health has 
decided to enforce the quarantine In 
Chinatown with tha greatest poaaible 
strictness. 



Oriental Carnival. 

San Francisco, March 8.— Mayor 
Phelan has received from Consul Gen- 
eral Ho Yow a comnmnication outlin 
ing the plin of an Oriental carnival, 
which the Cblneae residenta of 'San 
Francisco desire to celebrate in this 
city on the festival days of the Feast 
of the Dragoon, which occurs In June. 
Permission is requested to decorate 
Market street In Oriental style by ex- 
perts to be brought from China, and 
to give a display of fireworks surpass- 
ing anything before seen here. Pres- 
ident McKlaley and the governora ot 
all tha sUtes will be Invited.

'.'he nrittsh Field Marshal Sends In a 
Partial iilat of Casualties, 
ghowlng Tbat Several Of- 
ficers Were Killed. 



London, March 8.— The full extent 
of Lord Roberts' success of Wednes- 
day is not clear, but the best informed 
appear satisfied that it brings peace 
perceptibly nearer. 

Experts anticipate that the burghers 
will make no further stand west of 
the I'li-c State capital, and some of 
them even deduce from tbe fact that 
tbe Boer forces are divided and' haTO 
retreated in different dlreotlonB, tiiat 
demoralization has set In and that the 
Transvaal forces will next be found 
carefully entrenched in positions north 
of the Vaal rtver. while tha bulk ot tha 
Free Staters will abandon the conteat 
and sue for peace. 

Elsewhere the news Indicates that 
the conditions continue cheerful from 
a British point of view, tbe telegrama 
from Mafeking alona ahowing aojr 
despondency. 

MeMHse From Roberts. 

London, March 8.— The following is 
tue text of Lord Holiorts' dispatch, 
under date of I'oplcr (Irove, March 8: 
"Two brigades of cavalry with horse 
artillery and Kelly-Kenny's division, 
marched I'j miles eastwards. The 
Boers were quite taken by surprise. 
They moved off so hurriedly that they 
left cooked dinners behind. We cap- 
tured a Krupp gun and several tents 
and wagons. The total casiialtie.s 
were: Killed, IJeutenants Keswick 
and Frleslik: wounded, Lieutenants 
Bailey of the Twelfth Lancers and De- 
chispigney of the Second Lifeguards, 
both srvcrcly, and I.ii iitonant .Smith 
of the Shropsbires, who is believed to 
have been picked up by a Boer ambu- 
lance. Two men were killed, 46 were 
wounded and one man is missing. Gat- 
acre reports that he intends occupying 
Ourghersdorp at once. Repairs to the 
railroads towards both Stormberg and 
Steynsherg are b'Miig pushed. Clements 
now occupies Norvalspont, on the 
south bank of the Orange river. The 
bridge was blown up March 6, and the 
enemy are holding the north bank of 
tne river, but not. It la bellevad, In 
any great strength." 

Typhoid Malitiria at Mnfektng. 

Mafeking. March 8.— What may be 
typhoid malaria has broken out in the 
women's laager and dysentery, due to 
the absence of vegetables, ia rifa 
among the garrison. We are thrown 
upon our own ri'soin-. cs. Such lux- 
uries as we had are exhausted or have 
been commandered for the hospitals, 
which are filled to overfiowing. The 
children's graveyard, close to the wo- 
men's laager, grows weekly, as the 
young lives are cut short prematurely 
by shell and fever. We look with hope 
deferred for relief. The cheerfulness 
which was characteristic of the early 
days of the siege has almost deserted 
us, tbe men preferring to remain at 
their posts rather than move about 
and work up an appetite which can 
not be satisfied. Tbe natives are in 
the worst plight 

Doers Not DIseoiirHJted. 
Pretoria, March 8. — Secretary of 
State Reitz has i.ssued war bulletina 
was bulletins saying the Boers are not 
discouraged by reverses and will fight 
to the death. General Dewet Is now 
In command of the Boers north of the

The votes of flfly-iix Democrat! of the 
House of RxpresentKtivea patted the 

McChord Anii-extortion Railroad bill, 
rrobably no other lueaf^ure before the 
(.ieneral Assembly for many years pant 
has been so bitterly and persistently n, - 
po»ed by corporate inlluenres, says t 
Gourier-Journal epecial. C. C. McChord 
now Chairman of the .State Board of Rail 
road Commissionera, first drafted and 
introduced the bill at the session of 1H!I8 
It waa atrongly indoraed by tbe late Gov, 
Goebel, who made It a plank in his plat- 
form. In the pession of 1.S9S the bill 
IMUoed the Senate and House, but it waa 
vetoed by Got. Bradler , and there were 
ttOtonoQRh Democratic votes in the Sen- 
ate to set tbe necessary two-thirds ma 
jorlty ao as to make it a law over his 
veto. Mr. McChord had the bill ihtro 
daced at tliis sesnion in the Senate by 
Mr. Carter and in the House by Mr Nel- 
eon. Last week it passed the Senate, 
receiving; 1!) votes.

Amt lia B. Saffell, of this city, who is the 
"Widow SalTell" referred to in a story 
reeently pnblished by a New York paper, 
intimating that Colonel .la( k Chinn shot 
Governor Goebel, gave a aigned state- 
ment to Coloael China thia afteraoon 
denying the whole statement in toto. 
She went to the Capitol Hotel, sent a 
meaaeoger for Coloael China, and in tbe 
presence of witnesses dictated and 
ei(;ned the following statement: 

"There ib a statement in tbe New York 
World, a copy of which is published in 
the TiOtiisville Post issued on the 5th of 
March, liKX), purporting to have been 
made by the undersigned to tbe effect 
that I had just gone into the State Hoace 
yard on my way to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral's office when Senator Goebel passed 
and tipped hia bat A man ia froat of 
(ioehel was Eph Lillard ; a man walking 
slowly behind him I did not know. 
When Mr. Goebel reached a point just 
to the right of the fountain I atn made 
to say that I saw the man just be- 
hind him draw hia pistol with hia left 
hand and shoot toward Goebel ; that the 
man who used the weapon ran into 
the Htate House, reaching the steps as 
Eph Lillard cloaed the glaaa doors, and 
that he ran out and ran to Goebel's side. 

I kept a boarding house in Frankfort 
on ^^roadway, near State House square, 
and am the Widow 8aftell referred to. , 
"I wish now to state that the entire 
statement as to what I said or purported 
to have aaid ia falae from beginning to 
endinp, and I now retract any statement 
I may have made reflecting on Mr. Jack 
Chinn in any manner as connected with 
the murder or the sliootind of .*<enator 
Goebel, nor did I see any man following 
>ebind Goebel on tbat day or the ahoot- 
ng of Goebel by any one. 

••The statements I have made, whether 
verbal or in writing, were without found- 
ation and not the truth, as I did not 
witneea the shooting, and have no idea 
who fired the fatal shot.

"Witaeesea: C. M. Ireland and Gra- 
li.ini Vreeland." 

Mrs. Saffell is the widow of the late W. 
B. Saffell, aad waa lliaa Amelia Browder 
lii'fore marriage. She made the further 
rbal statements tbat she was on St. 
Clair street, between the State Honae 
and the bridge, when the shooting oc- 
curred, and was facing the bridge. Of 
course, with her back to tbe State House 
ahe could not see who fired the shot. 

Other witnesses have known all along 
exactly where Mrs. SafTell was standing 
when tbe shots were fired, and therefore 
knew that the atory purporting to come 
from her to the effect that she was in 
tbe State House yard at tbe time, and 
kaew th^maa that fired the abota, was 
untrue. 

Mrs. Saffell intimates in her statement 
that she bad written something before 
on tbe subject, and this writing is sup 
posed to be tbe affidavit which she is 
said to have given to W. S. Taylor, and 
upoa which the defense in the Whitta- 
ker caae aeema to be relying to clear its 
man and other suspected parties.
